W HEREAS doubts have arisen as to the legal effect of leases Preamble. 

upon the usages prevalent in the Province of Ulster, and 
included in the Landlord and Tenant (Ireland) Act, 1870, under 
the denomination of the Ulster Tenant Right Custom :

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

10 1. This Act may for all purposes be cited as “ The Tenant Right Short title.
